As a_year haa nearly passed since 
the last campaign for members to the 
Red Cross, and a campaign for renewal 
of memberships is to begin November 
2, we feel that it is our duty .to in- 
form the people of some of the 
achievements of the Chapter during 
the period just closing. 

Early in the fiseal year the Chap- 
ter Was put to a test that would have 
swamped most organizations, when 
the first epidemic of influenza’ ap- 
peared. Mrs. S, N. Insley was at the 
head of the nursing committee and 
offered the services of that committee, 
which were gladly accepted. Good 
work was done and no doubt a few 
lives were saved due partly to the 
care afforded by the nurses. The 
local Red Cross Chapter desired to 
assist and offered to pay half the 8a}- 
aries of the nurses. This was done. 

Later another epidemic broke out 
and the Red Cross was again appeal- 
ed to for aid. An emergency hospit- 
al was provided by the Village of 
Grayling and placed in charge of the 
Red Cross nursing committee. Here 
again the Chapter did wonderful ser- 
vice and some of the nurses active 
in the work of caring for the ill claim 
that no less than fifty lives of per- 
sons were saved that would have died 
without the proper care that the 
committee was able to give them at 
that time. 

Ninety-six patients were cared for 
at the emergency hospital, averaging 
about 8% days each and a total of 
797 days. Besides these almost 
every home in the city and many in 
the country had cases of influenza and 
186 patients received individual at- 
tention. Al] together there were 446 
patients that had influenza during 
that epidemic. 

The efficiency of Mrs. Insley as an 
organizer was recognized beyond the 
borders of Crawford county and she 
was appointed a member of the State 
Red Cross nursing service and given 
charge of the nursing service in four 
counties—Crawford, Kalkaska, Ros- 
common, and Missaukee. This ser- 
vice furnished Grayling nurses for 
the following places: Sandusky, In- 
dian River, Boyne City, 
Ioharresburg, Kalkaska, Roscommon, 
Bay City, Houghton Lake and West 
Branch. In Sandusky and Boyne City 
Grayling nurses opened hospitals and 
planned their operation; and in other 
places complete organizations were 
formed for caring for ‘the ill. 

These. were days when help was 
needed everywhere and lives were in 
langer of being snuffed out. Some 
say that the nurses received pay for 
‘heir work, which is true. They 
should be paid just as any one doing 

ervice. However the work was haz- 
ardous and depriving, besides most of 
the nurses did not have to do that 
-vork for a living—it was a work of 
mercy and when understood was sin- 
>erely appreciated.

Bacillus Batulinus Poisoning is Cause 
of Deaths in Sales Home. 


Detroit.—Ripe olives bought for a 
formal dinner in the Grosse Pointe 
home of Murray W. Sales Saturday 
evening, October 18, caused the death 
of A. Ingersoll Lewis, Detroit capital- 
ist; Mr. Sdies’ daughter and son and 
two maids, Bacillus botulinus polson- 
ing, an infection usually confined to 
animals, had set in. Dr. C. G, Jen- 
nings announced. 

Anti-toxin, rushed by special mes- 
senger from. the bacteriological labor- 
atories of the University of Iliinois 
wag administered in vain to the fifth 
victim, Miss Frances Sales, 22 years 
old, who died Saturday morning, Oct. 
25th. 

Dr. Francis Duffield, president of 
the board of health, issued an order 
prohibiting sale of all canned and 
bottled foods prepared by the so-called 
“cold” process. And he issued, fur- 
ther, a warning to the public against 
eating such foods, particularly olives, 
corn and asparagus, pending report on 
investigatons now beng conducted. 

Mr. Lewis, Miss Manes and Mrs. 
Cassell ate olives the night of the 
dinner. The tainted food was served 
again Sunday and Monday, and Miss 
Sales and her brother ate them, 


LABOR LEADERS DEFY CONGRESS 


General Watkout Threatened if Anti- 
Strike Law Is Passed, 


Washington—Organized labor in- 
tendg to preserve the right to strike, 
Officials of the American Federation 
of Labor said in warning that passage 
in congress of anti-strike legislation 
propused in the pending railroad bill 
would result in an immediate general 
walkout over the country. This is the 
conceusus of opinion among labor 
leaders. 

Timothy Shea, acting president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Engineers, issued a formal 
statement Sunday night, giving con. 
ress notice that his organization 
would not obey this proposed law, 

He said it was a foregone conclu- 
sion that the railroads contemplate a 
general reduction in wages when the 
governinent surrenders control and 
aesire such a Measure to forestall a 
strike,

Must Be More Securely Packed.

special packing for all express ship. 

mcnots of mcre .han 25 pounds weight 
have been adopted by the American 

Railway Express company, but will 

not go into effect until December 10. 

In the meantime, a campaign of educa- 

ticn on the necessity for the order 

will be conductad. 

Under the new regulation all ship- 
Ments sent by. express weighing over 
26 pounds, must be packed tn wooden 
containers, or cartons of fiber-board, 
pulpboard, or corrugated strawboard 
material, of specified “test strengths.” 

The new order does not affect the 
movement of food producis by ex- 
press, which are ordinarily shipped in 
crates or barrels.

DOWNED BY TWO VOTE MARGIN 


Defeated Sénator Introduces Another’ 


Amendment Aimed At Same 
Clause in Treaty. 


Washington.—The Johnson amend- 
ment to the peace treaty, designed to 
equalize American and British voting 
strength in the League of Nations was 
rejected in the senate Monday by a 
vote of 38 to 40. 

On the roll call, which came unex- 
pectedly during a lull in the debate, 
two Democrats joined the Republicans 
supporting the amendment and nine 
Republicans voted with the Democrats 


against it. Of 18 senators absent or 


paired, four Republicans and two 
Democrats were recorded as favoring 
it and 12 Democrats as opposing it. 

Immediately after the defeat of the 
amendment, Senator Johnson intro- 
duced a second amendment which 
seeks to accomplish the same object 
as his first one,

W.H. Hill, agricultural agent for the 
Michigan ey railroad, together 
with the county agent, paid a visit to 
the farm of Adam Gierke on the out- 
skirts of Grayling, last week, looking 
up Mr. Gierke’s demonstration with 
Sudan grass with which forage plant 
he has made a distinct success this 
season. This part of the United 
States is not classed by the ‘depart- 
ment of Agriculture as a habitat for 
the plant, but Mr. Gierke tried some 
this summer on a piece of Jackpine 
sand land anda part whieh he left 
late enough grew to & height of seven 
feet, stooling wonderfully well. The 
majority of it he cut earlier getting 
an excellent crop. 

The Sudan grass is closely related 
to the sorghums, and is a tall annual, 
closely resembling the Johnson grass, 
but has more numerous leaves and 
fortunately has no cheeping rootatock 
so it cannot become a pest. For so 
rank a grass the stems are very fine, 
being seldom larger than ‘a lead pen- 
cil. The hay is equal to or superior 
to millet and can be fed to all classes 
of cattle without injury, and the plant 
is also well suited for soilage. It is 
very drouth-resistant and if it can be 
successfully grown here should be 
very valuable as a.forage plant. As 
this grass readily crosses with the 
sorghums and bears seeds closely re- 
sembling those of the Johnson grass, 
great care must be taken in procuring 


seed from those sections of the coun-|county. 


try where the Johnson grass is not 
prevalent. Montana or Idaho grown 
seed should be procured. 

In a feeding test at the Kansas ex- 
periment station, heifers wintered on 
Sudan grass stood well up with al- 
falfa both in grain per day and cost 
per hundred pounds. * 

However as one swallow does not 
make_a. summer, 80 one trial does not 
demonstrate to a conclusion, and Mr. 
Gierke is going to try four acres 
next spring. This is a very impor- 
tant matter to the farmers of these 
counties, and inasmuch as there will 
be no county agent to carry the news 
around, they should take pains and 
watch for their own benefit. If Mr. 
Gierke demonstrates that Sudan 
grass will prosper under our condi- 
tions he will have gone a Jong way to- 
ward solving the hay question on our 
lighter lands. : 

Another practice found at Mr. 
Gierke’s was that of sowing -vetch 
among his corn at the time of making 
the last cultivation. His corn. ground 
now stands with'a fine cover crop of 
vetch, ready to be turned under next 
spring. 


John Winn, proprietor of the Winn- 
Wood pure-bred Holstein herd at the 
South Branch Ranch, has not left his 
moorings for two years until last 
week. It took some very impressive 
stories of up-grading in the Holstein 
line, on the part of the County Agent 
to break him loose for a day. How- 
ever he was seduced from his loved 
purebreds to go on a visit to the Riley 
farm south of Houghton Lake to give 
expert judgment on the efforts in up- 
grading being.carried on there. Mr. 
Winn was forced to admit that he 
found one very fine demonstration 
along that line, and Mr. Lytle, the 
superintendent, rose in his estimation 
very much. Of course he gave the 
latter some very good advice relative 
to the policy of not stopping at any- 
thing but the best, which translated 
means to get a pure-bred cow and 
gradually build up some purebred 
stock. 


Several teachers of the Roscommon 
county schools have taken up some 
practical work on plant disease, seed 
testing, etc. The County agent has 
already been called upon to talk to the 
eighth graders in Roscommon and has 
made tentative dates at some other 
places. A potato-grading demonstra- 
tion is also talked about for the near 
future.
